A short ceremony, presided over by 
William Mather, Lewis, President of 
the University, was held yesterday at 
noon, when ground was broken for the 
first unit in the greater George Wash- 
ington University. The ceremony was 
attended by University oificials, fac- 
ulty, and students. Invitations were 
sent to presidents and ofllcials of the 
\ large civic and other organizations of 
Washington. 

President Lewis, in a short opening 
talk, explained the background of the 
history and progress of the Univer- 
( sity> and added that “this day marks 
i the actual start towards the develop- 
ment of one of the finest city univer- 
sity plants in the United States.’’ 

Claude W. Owen, a former George 
Washington student, chairman of the 
association of civic organizations of 
the city, and an active leader in civic 
1 enterprises spoke of the great oppor- 
tunities for service such an institution 
i may have. He emphasized the impor- 
tance ofcthe University to the civic 
I interests of Washington, and stated 
that it is an enterprise in which all 
Washington has a great pride.

different committees, and the action 
taken by the Law School President. ( 
Hammond claimed that the statements 
made by the Law presidents were not 
true and that "no steam roller politics 
were used. They went there with but 
one interest in view, and that was to 
make a concerted effort to hold the 
best Junior Week that has ever been 
put on at the University.” 

R. Murray Stewart then outlined the [ 
matter as taken up by the members of • 
the Law School, lie said that the 
lawyers felt that since they subsidized j 
other portions of the University, and 
that because the - men at the Law 
School were generally older and more 
mature than those at the Columbian 
College, the Law School should have 
some representation In the matter of 
Junior Week. He said, “If the Law 
School is given the chairmanship of 
the Junior Prom. I am sure it would 
be willing to join in with Columbian 
College, if Columbian College would 
bo willing to Join in with it, in putting 
over the week. We represent a fair 
number of students in Junior Classes 
throughout the University, and I feel 
that we are making a reasonable re- 
quest. We desire, have asked for, 
and hope to receive the chairmanship 
of the Junior Prom Committee. If we 
do not get it, we have appointed mem- 
bers of our own committees and will 
hold our own Prom.” 

Stewart States Law Position. 

This statement was discussed and 
argued at great length by the mem- 
bers, but all seemed to be unable to 
reach a satisfactory compromise on 
it. Hammond stated, "If they are out 
for the principle and not for personal 
gain they should be satisfied with the 
decision that the chairmanship will 
rotate.” Director Morse then stated 
that it was apparent that a deadlock 
had been reached, and he suggested 
that, as recommended in the resolu- 
tion of the Law School Senate, the 
matter be proposed to a committee for 
arbitration. Stewart made a motion 
that the matter should be submitted 
to a committee consisting of one mem- 
ber of the Law School faculty, to be 
selected by the students; one member 
of Columbian College faculty, to be 
selected by the other four class presi- 
dents; and a third member, not con- 
nected with the Univeaeity, to be 
chosen by the two. This motion 
failed because no one seconded it. 
Hammond then made a motion that 
the tommitte consist of one member 
of the faculty from each of the de- 
partments, each one to be chosen by 
the dean of each department. Stewart 
proposed that alnce they would not 
concede the Law School the chairman- 
ship of the Prom Committee, that they 
be given the chairmanship of the
